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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


CORN EARWORM treatments underway on sweet corn in southern Wisconsin and moths 
present in Michigan. Increased infestations on soybeans expected in Arkansas. 
(pp. 989, 990). FALL ARMYWORM continues serious on late corn planted for silage 
in 2 Maryland counties; continues damaging in Georgia; and present in New York 
and Wisconsin. WESTERN BEAN CUTWORM found infesting corn in Kansas. (p. 990). 

A GELECHIID MOTH (Aroga websteri) severely damaging several thousand acres of 
Sagebrush in area of Modoc County, California. CEREAL LEAF BEETLE (Oulema 
melanopa) adults inactive in Michigan and located in protected areas in asso- 
ciation with corn. (p. 991). GREENBUG observed on bluestem wheatgrass during 
summer months in panhandle area of Texas. RHODES-GRASS SCALE serious on Bermuda 
grass lawns in Las Cruces area of New Mexico. (p. 992). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM abundant in alfalfa in Umatilla County, Oregon; 
and SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID building up in western Kansas. (p. 993). LYGUS BUGS 
expected to cause some damage to seed alfalfa in Jackson County, Oregon, and 
remain relatively high in alfalfa in New Mexico. (p. 994). 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY collected in 2 Steiner traps in Palm Beach County, 
Florida, and new WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER infestation found in California. 
Cp. $996):, 


BOLLWORMS continue to increase and cause damage to cotton in the Cotton Belt; 
controls in general usage. (pp. 998, 999). CABBAGE LOOPER and a PYRALID (Udea 
profundalis) damaging to cotton in areas of California, and BEET ARMYWORM causing 
moderate to heavy losses to cotton in Howard, Hudspeth, Martin, Midland and Reeves 
Counties, Texas. SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR continues to increase and requires 
controls in several cotton fields in Arizona. (p. 999). 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH situation in Oklahoma very severe; losses estimated at 
well over one million dollars. FALL WEBWORM rather abundant and causing notice- 
able damage in Maryland, Ohio, Illinois, Kansas, and in parts of New Mexico and 
Idaho. (p. 1001). 


FACE FLY numerous and caused great annoyance to many livestock herds in Albany 
County, Wyoming. (p. 1004). BLACK FLIES abundant and causing considerable 
annoyance to livestock and humans in area of Jerome County, Idaho. STABLE FLY 
continues a problem to dairy cattle in Howard County, Maryland, and very annoying 
to humans along Choptank River on Eastern Shore of the same State. (p. 1005).

SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL reported for first time in New Mexico. (p. 992). RICE 
DELPHACID found for first time since 1959 in Louisiana. (p. 1007). New county 
records reported were WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER in Alameda County, 
California (p. 996); MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE in Doniphan County, Kansas (p. 997); 
MIMOSA WEBWORM in 13 Illinois counties (p. 1001); ELM LEAF BEETLE in Washington 
County, Utah, and Marshall County, Kansas (p. 1002); FACE FLY in Sherman and 
Scott Counties, Kansas (p. 1004); EUROPEAN CHAFER in Queens, Albany, Herkimer 
and Schuyler Counties, New York (pp. 1006, 1007) ; WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES in 
Calloway County, Kentucky, and Russell and Talladega Counties, Alabama; and 
IMPORTED FIRE ANT in Webster County, Georgia (p. 1007).

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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 


SEPTEMBER 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for September calls for temperatures to 
average above seasonal normals over the eastern third of the Nation, except for 
near normal along the Gulf and South Atlantic coasts. Below normal temperatures 
are anticipated for the remainder of the country, except for near to above normal 
in states along the Mexican border and Pacific coast. Precipitation is expected 
to exceed normal over most of the Nation, except for subnormal amounts west of 
the Continental Divide and also in the Middle and North Atlantic States. 


Weather forecast given here is based on the official 30-day "Resume and Outlook" 
published twice a month by the Weather Bureau. You can subscribe through Super- 
intendent of Documents, Washington 25, D. C. Price $4.80 a year, $2.40 a half year. 


WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 3 


Tropical storm Alma produced moderate to beneficial rains along the Atlantic coast 
as she moved northward August 28 to 30. One of the greatest amounts of rain which 
fell during Alma's passage was over 8 inches at Hatteras, North Carolina, the only 
point in the United States where the center of. the storm moved inland. Although 
winds reached hurricane force north off the North Atlantic coast, only gales were 
reported on land and little or no damage from winds or tides occurred. 


In the remainder of the Nation, precipitation was heavy in extreme southeastern 
New Mexico, from extreme northern Missouri and eastern Nebraska to upper Michigan, 
from eastern Oklahoma and eastern Texas to the Mississippi River, and in sections 
of the Ohio Valley and New York State. Nearly all sections in California, Arizona, 
Nevada, Utah and adjacent areas, and also much of Alabama and northern portions of 
Georgia and Illinois, reported no rain. Torrential rains were in the Low Plains 
and extreme northern portions of the Blacklands of Texas and in southwestern 
Louisiana. Lake Charles, Louisiana, measured 14.35 inches for the week, 13 inches 
or more occurring in 24 hours and setting 24-hour records there for all months 
except June. Another downpour of 10 inches in 10 hours occurred on St. Simons 
Island, Georgia, on Saturday. While rains benefited many areas east of the Rockies, 
unfavorable dry weather continued in the Edwards Plateau and in south and south 
central regions of Texas, and in northeastern Indiana. 


Temperatures for the week averaged from 3° to 6° below normal in central and 
northern sections between the Cascade-Sierra Nevada Mountains and the Great Plains. 
Cold air moved over this region the latter part of the period, with freezing in 
many locations. A low temperature of 13° was recorded at Bondurant, Wyoming, and

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| CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - NEVADA - Camnula pellucida and Melanoplus femurrubrum varied 1-30 
per Square yard in native hay fields in Soldiers Meadows, Washoe County. (Bechtel, 
Parker). UTAH - Numerous on range and farms in upper Wellsville Canyon-Dry Lake 
area near Cache-Box Elder County line. Damaging flowers and home garden areas 

in newly developed home areas in foothills around Brigham City and Perry. Species 
largely C. pellucida, M. sanguinipes and M. bivittatus. Grasshoppers, largely 

C. pellucida, infesting meadow area in several parts of Kane County; moderate 
about farms at Kanab, and on ranches in Kanab Creek area. Grasshopper popula- 
tions dropped markedly in area east of Monticello, San Juan County; 20,000 acres 
of small grain aircraft treated, much of it 2 or 3 times this season. Grass- 
hoppers locally abundant in several areas of Weber Canyon, Morgan County. 
(Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - M. bivittatus and M. femurrubrum averaged 20-30 per 

25 sweeps in alfalfa in Grants area, Valencia County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
OKLAHOMA - Adult grasshopper surveys made in Beaver, Harper, Ellis and Roger 
Mills Counties. Rangeland counts averaged 3-10 per square yard, with dominant 
Species Ageneotettix deorum, Amphitornus coloradus, Phlibostroma quadrimaculatum 
and Melanoplus bivittatus. Roadside counts averaged 6-15 per square yard, with 
dominant species M. bivittatus, M. packardii, A. deorum and Hesperotettix viridis. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Melanoplus spp. remain major pest throughout 
State. In central area where dry weather persists, pastures completely dried up 
and "hoppers'' severely damaging legumes, corn, soybeans and gardens. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). SOUTH DAKOTA - Grasshopper infestation in cropland unusually low 
throughout most of State. Range infestation also considerably lower than in 
1961, with relatively small areas of threatening infestation in Custer, Haakon 
and Harding Counties. In addition, light infestations present in Fall River, 
Pennington and Meade Counties. (Burge). NORTH DAKOTA - Adult survey conducted 

in Stark, Hettinger, Adams, Bowman, Slope, Mercer, southern McLean, Bottineau, 
Benson and Pierce Counties. Average number per Square yard 5 in first 7 counties, 
with range 1-12 per square yard. Range in last 3 counties 1-4 in field and 1-9 
in margins. Dominant species M. Sanguinipes. M. bivittatus, M. dawsoni, M. 
packardii and C. pellucida also found. Light damage to flax and alfalfa noted 

in some areas. (Schenk, Larsen). MINNESOTA - Adult survey conducted in east 
central counties. Infestations ranged from noneconomic to severe. High counts 
found in fields in Anoka, Dakota, Washington and Sherburne Counties. M. femur- 
rubrum dominant species in most fields, but M. differentialis and M. bivittatus 
found in some fields. Alfalfa major host plant. Some soil bank land in this 
area had high counts on light sandy soil. Predators generally low in area. Few 
fields had 5-6 blister beetles per sweep, but these fields rare. (Minn. Ins. 
Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Surveys conducted to August 31 show an overall increase in 
grasshopper populations over 1961. Eggs found in females as far north as Door 
County; egg laying will begin soon. Dispersal observed in central area. In most 
instances, damage not noticeable although some loss to forage crops in central 
area and in Pepin, Chippewa and Sauk Counties, as well as in scattered fields in 
southern and southwestern areas, occurred. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - NEW YORK - Light trap catches increased in Nassau 
County, Long Island. Percent sweet corn ears infested ranged 0-5 in Hudson 
Valley August 21-23. Potential for fairly serious infestation present. (N. Y. 
Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). MARYLAND - Moths active in several corn and soybean 
fields in Queen Annes and Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - 
Few found in soybeans on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster, Aug. 23). GEORGIA - Light 
On grain sorghum and light to moderate on soybeans in middle and southern areas, 
(Johnson). ARKANSAS - Moths continue active in soybean fields. High predator 
populations probably kept infestations down, but some buildup occurring. Larvae 
ranged 1-29 (averaged 6.5) per 30 feet of row in 13 of 20 fields checked in 
Arkansas, Desha, Chicot and Jefferson Counties. Infestations more common in 
late-planted fields. Soybeans presently most attractive crop for moths to 
Oviposit on. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). TEXAS - Light to moderate infestations on 
peanuts in Parker County, north central area, causing some "ragging' of leaves. 
Same situation also exists in Fannin County, northeast area. (Turney). OKLAHOMA - 
Medium, 12 per 10 feet of row, in peanuts in Marshall County, south central. 
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Generally light in grain sorghum throughout northwest and southwest areas, with 
heavier counts (2-6 per head) in Marshall County. Light, scattered infestations 
in alfalfa in northwest and southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Infesta- 
tions very light throughout State. (Bergman). WISCONSIN - Adults being caught 
in light traps in most areas. Catches somewhat ahead of last season and, at 
some sites, counts heavier than at same time in 1961. Treatments of sweet corn 
underway in southern area. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MICHIGAN - Adults taken from light 
traps in southeastern area. (Guyer). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - NEW YORK - Larvae scarce in Hudson Valley 
on sweet corn, but moths being trapped. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). MARYLAND - 
Continues serious in late corn planted for silage in Queen Annes and Talbot 
Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Some localized outbreaks of this 
species and Pseudaletia unipuncta occurred on sorghum and corn in Northampton 
County. Outbreak about over presently, but next generation could cause trouble 
to rye cover. (Hofmaster, Aug. 23). GEORGIA - Light to heavy on pastures and 
light to moderate on grain sorghum in middle and southern areas. (Johnson). 
WISCONSIN - Adults appearing in light traps earlier and more abundantly than 
during 1961 season. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


WESTERN BEAN CUTWORM (Loxagrotis albicosta) - KANSAS - Two of 6 corn fields | 
examined in northern Cheyenne County, northwest area, infested. Less than 5 
percent of plants infested. Counts ranged 1-3 larvae per infested plant. This 

is new pest record for corn in State. (Peters). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - ARIZONA - Light to medium 

in sorghum and corn in southeast and central areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - 
Larvae migrating to lower portion of stalks in Edwards County, south central. 
(DePew) . 


WHEAT JOINTWORM SURVEY IN ILLINOIS - 1962 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - NEW YORK - Early instars present in 
sweet corn ears in Hudson Valley at levels requiring control. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 
Aug. 27). MARYLAND - Moths increased sharply in light trap collections at 
Centreville over previous week. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Adults continue 
to increase in blacklight trap collections in Sussex County. (Burbutis, Huber). 
WISCONSIN - Adults appear somewhat lower than during 1961 season at most sites 
throughout eastern and east central areas. First generation also low in same 
area. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Infestations ranged from 30 percent in 
southern area to 75 percent in central and eastern area and up to 100 percent 

in some northeastern area fields. Majority of population in fourth to early 
fifth instar. Some stalk breakage found in central area. (Hill, Roselle, Bergman). 


A GELECHIID MOTH (Aroga websteri) - CALIFORNIA - Severely damaging several thousand 
acres of sagebrush (Artemisia tridentata) in Perez Station area of Modoc County. 
This is a browse area and loss of sagebrush is serious. (R. C. Hall, U.S.F.S.). 


A PSYCHID (Apterona crenulella) - Numerous, infesting sage and some other browse 
plants in higher parts of Wellsville and Logan Canyons. (Knowlton). 


SOD WEBWORMS (Crambus spp.) - MISSOURI - Reported damaging bluegrass lawns in 
central, north central and west central areas. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). OREGON - 
Reported damaging lawns in Salem and other Willamette Valley areas during August. 
Moths common on lawns and at lights in residential areas. (Capizzi). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - OKLAHOMA - Populations averaged 4 per head 
on grain sorghum in hard dough stage in Marshall County, south central. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). 


CEREAL LEAF BEETLE (Qulema melanopa) - MICHIGAN - Adults inactive and located in 
protected areas in association with corn. Most adults under leaf sheath close to 
soil. (Guyer). 


NORTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica longicornis) - NEW YORK - Adults probably 
averaged one per silk in field of sweet corn near Kingston, Ulster County, 
August 22. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.). ILLINOIS - Adults very abundant in clover and 
alfalfa in northern half of State. (I11. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Adults very 
abundant in corn in southern area. Considerable feeding on corn silks observed, 
with frequent feeding on kernels encountered. Observed as far north as Door 
County, although lodging of corn appears to be very light even in areas where 
pest is prevalent. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA - In field of corn near Marion, 
Turner County, large populations of D. virgifera adults observed; 20-50 per plant. 
Only 3-4 adults of D. longicornis and 1 adult of D. undecimpunctata howardi found. 
Root damage moderate to severe. Worst root damage noted in a small patch of 
sweet corn in same field. It attracted very high populations of D. virgifera 
adults, with feeding heavy on green silks and florets of tassels. (Howe, George). 
Adults of D. longicornis observed feeding on sunflower blossoms in Hutchinson 
County; counts ranged 3-20 and averaged 5-6 per blossom. (Hintz). Corn roots 
reported badly damaged along with injury to sunflower roots in Turner County. 
(Heppler). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - NEW YORK - Averaged about 3 per sweet 
corn plant in whorl stage at Poughkeepsie. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). MARYLAND - 
Moderate on matured field corn in Talbot County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


DESERT CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema ectypa) - UTAH - Moderately numerous on corn 
in "Dixie area'' of Washington County. (Knowlton). 


A ROVE BEETLE (Philonthus alumnus) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy and causing 
considerable damage by hollowing of newly planted sorghum seeds in Seeley area, 
Imperial» County. (V. Roth, Ext. Ser.). 
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CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - NEW YORK - Generally abundant on green 
tassels of sweet corn in Hudson Valley. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). UTAH - 
Moderately numerous on some corn and sorghum plantings in area of Washington 
County. (Knowlton). OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered populations on grain sorghum 
in northwest; predators and parasites apparently holding populations in check. 
(@kilas Coop. Sun.))- 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - TEXAS - Observed on bluestem wheatgrass (Agropyron 
smithi) during June, July and August in panhandle area. In this area of State, 
bluestem wheatgrass is main summer host of this insect. (Daniels). 


RHODES-GRASS SCALE (Antonina graminis) - NEW MEXICO - Has become serious in 
Bermuda grass lawns in Las Cruces area, Dona Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


CHINCH BUGS - NEW YORK - Causing damage to lawns throughout southeastern counties 
including Rockland, and on Long Island. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - KANSAS - Colonies of 50 to 200 or more found 
on volunteer wheat in Ford, Meade, Seward and Finney Counties, southwest; Edwards 
County, south central; and Rush County, central. (Somsen, Aug. 23-24). 


SPIDER MITES —- DELAWARE - Generally light on soybeans throughout State; only 3 of 
50 fields had heavy infestations. (W. A. Connell). KANSAS - Tetranychus telarius 
causing leaves of corn to turn yellow in research plots in Finney County, south- 
west. Not noted on corn in fields. (DePew). COLORADO - T. telarius causing 


injury to upper leaves of corn in Mesa County; light populations present on lower 
leaves of corn in Garfield County. (Bulla). 


SNOWY TREE CRICKETS(Oecanthus spp., complex of species) - UTAH - Extremely 
numerous on rubber rabbitbrush (Chrysothamnus nauseosus) blossoms in Wellsville 
Canyon, Cache County. (Knowlton). ILLINOIS - Commonly found in small numbers in- 
piilsceuilseet, (CCILIL, INS, yo.) 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - NEW MEXICO - Two specimens collec- 
ted on roadside sweetclover by G. Nielsen and C. Heniger at Regina, Sandoval 
County, on May 3; W962 Det. by, Rawk. Warner. Dhseis! the) chars ce cords nse 
State. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - UTAH - Damage more generaland, in numerous 
fields, persisted longer than in several years. (Knowlton, Allred). COLORADO - 
Trace numbers of adults found on alfalfa in Montezuma County. (Jenkins). 
VIRGINIA —- Counts per 10 sweeps in alfalfa at Steeles Tavern, Augusta County, 

2 larvae and 4 adults. (Woodside, Aug. 24). MARYLAND - Larvae light in alfalfa 
in Frederick and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Larvae 
present in New Castle County alfalfafield; averaged 2 per 10 sweeps. (Burbutis). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - VIRGINIA - Damaging numbers found 
in only two fields of soybeans on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster, Aug. 23). GEORGIA - 
Light to heavy on soybeans in middle and southern areas. (Johnson). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults caused moderate injury 
to soybeans in Dorchester and Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BLACK BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - ILLINOIS - Common in most alfalfa 
in’ northern haltivofystate iG winseiRp ih 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - WYOMING - Small flights of adults noted 
in alfalfa in Albany County. (Fullerton). NEW MEXICO - Larvae damaging alfalfa 
in most areas of State. Several fields in Eddy County averaged about a quart of 
larvae per 100 sweeps. Larvae averaged 10-15 per 25 sweeps in Curry County and 
1-3 per 25 sweeps in Valencia County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Counts in 
Wise County. alfalfa, north central area, averaged 5 per 100 sweeps. (Turney). 
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OKLAHOMA - Light, 1-3 per 10 sweeps, on alfalfa throughout northwest. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). VIRGINIA - About 2 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa at Steeles Tavern, 
Augusta County. (Woodside, Aug. 24). DELAWARE - Present on alfalfa locally in 
New Castle County. (Burbutis). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - OREGON - Abundant in 
several Umatilla County alfalfa fields during late August. Populations of late 
instars estimated at 4 per square yard over several hundred acres in Umapine 
area. (Capizzi). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - DELAWARE - Present on alfalfa 
in northern Kent County. (Burbutis). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia emmatalis) - GEORGIA - Light to moderate on 
soybeans in middle and southern areas. (Johnson). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta basqueella) - OKLAHOMA - Medium, 16 per 10 feet 
of row, in peanuts in Marshall County, south central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - MARYLAND - Ranged 1-2 per 10 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Queen Annes County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Larvae averaged 
1 per 10 sweeps in most fields throughout State, with one field in New Castle 
County averaging 1 per sweep. (Burbutis). OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered popula- 
tions, 1-3 per 10 sweeps, on alfalfa in northwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - MISSOURI - Damage still found in scattered 
fields in central and northern areas. Some infested fields completely stripped 
of leaves. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - GEORGIA - Light to moderate on soybeans in 
middle and southern areas. (Johnson). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Light, local infestations of 3.3 
larvae per 100 sweeps present in Wise County alfalfa, north central area. 
(Turney). 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - NEW MEXICO - Averaged 1-5 per 25 
sweeps in alfalfa near Grants, Valencia County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OREGON - Small numbers observed 
in scattered infestations in Jackson County, but populations remain light; 
generally not a problem this season in county. (Larson). IDAHO - Reported from 
several fields in western end of Canyon County, but populations generally low. 
In fields inspected, populations of lacewings and lady beetles moderate. 
(Bechtolt). UTAH - Distribution becoming more general in southern and central 
areas, but populations continue low to moderate. Very little control necessary 
to August 31. (Knowlton). COLORADO - Light on alfalfa in Mesa County, 30-50 per 
100 sweeps. None found in Montrose, Garfield, Delta, Montezuma or La Plata 
Counties. (Bulla, Jenkins). NEBRASKA - One winged adult per 50 sweeps collected 
in Hall County. (Bergman). KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa ranged from 5 per 100 
sweeps in northwest to over 100 per sweep in west central and southwestern 
areas. Heaviest counts on early bloom-stage alfalfa. Lower leaves showing 
damage and honeydew present. (Peters). OKLAHOMA - Medium, 400 per 10 sweeps, 

in Jackson County. Much lighter counts made in alfalfa in northwest, 25-100 per 
10 sweeps. High percentage of individuals in northwest winged. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - IDAHO - Remains low in alfalfa in eastern area. 
Some fields in vicinity of Twin Falls show considerable injury. (Bishop). 
WYOMING - Counts averaged 210 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Albany County. 
(Fullerton). UTAH - Low to moderate in Washington and Kane County alfalfa. 
(Knowlton). COLORADO - Light on alfalfa in Montezuma, La Plata, Mesa, Delta, 
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Montrose and Garfield Counties. Counts per 100 sweeps ranged 30-200. (Bulla, 
Jenkins). NEW MEXICO - Light in Curry and Roosevelt County alfalfa. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Continues to increase in most alfalfa; some alates present 
and disease and/or parasitism does not appear overly effective. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
ILLINOIS - Increasing in new seedings of alfalfa in northern and eastern areas; 
exceeding 100 per sweep in few fields. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Decreasing 
in most alfalfa due to hot, dry weather. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - 
Generally light on alfalfa, averaging 4-5 per sweep in most areas of State; 
highest counts 10 per sweep in northern Kent County. (Burbutis). 


STINK BUGS - ARKANSAS - Counts of various species ranged 1-59 and averaged 11.7 
per 30 feet of row in 16 of 20 soybean fields examined in Arkansas, Desha, Chicot 
and Jefferson Counties. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - MARYLAND - Adults ranged 3-10 per 10 
sweeps on alfalfa in Dorchester and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - Nymphs and adults remain fairly common in alfalfa throughout State. 
(Burbutis). 


LYGUS BUGS - UTAH - Numerous on alfalfa and weeds in areas of Iron and Washington 
Counties. (Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - Remain relatively high in alfalfa statewide. 
Average counts per 25 sweeps 5-12 in Valencia County and 20-25 in Curry and 
Roosevelt Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). WYOMING - Counts per 100 sweeps in Albany 
County alfalfa averaged 22 adults and 42 nymphs. (Fullerton). OREGON - Abundant 
in Jackson County alfalfa seed fields; nymphs dominant on August 22-24. Some 
damage to seed expected. (Winters). 


PLANT BUGS (Adelphocoris spp.) - DELAWARE - A. rapidus adults and nymphs common 
on alfalfa throughout State; averaged 2-3 per sweep in many areas. A. lineolatus 
adults present on alfalfa in New Castle County and in area of Sussex County. 
(Burbutis). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MARYLAND - Ranged from one to over 20 per 
sweep on alfalfa in Dorchester, Frederick and Howard Counties. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). DELAWARE - Averaged 1-2 per sweep on alfalfa statewide. (Burbutis). 
MISSOURI - Yellowing present to some degree in most alfalfa in central and 
northern areas of State. Counts ranged 3-30 per sweep. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


CLOVER LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sanguinolenta) - DELAWARE - Adults present to 
common on alfalfa throughout State. (Burbutis). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - DELAWARE - Adults remain fairly common 
on alfalfa in New Castle County. (Burbutis). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - TEXAS - Counts in Wise 
County, north central, averaged 6.6 adults per 100 sweeps. (Turney). 


WHITEFLIES - MARYLAND - Undetermined species very conspicuous on soybeans in 
Dorchester, Queen Annes and Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


THRIPS - MARYLAND - Undetermined species very abundant in most alfalfa on Eastern 
Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - OHIO - Threatening infestations 
did not develop. (Cutright, Forsythe). Noticeable on grapes following 3-year 
schedule for grape berry moth control. (Still). MICHIGAN - Increased on peaches 
in Fennville area, Allegan County. (Guyer). KANSAS - Caused bronzing of apple 
and peach foliage in untreated orchards in Sedgwick County. (Eshbaugh, Aug. 2) ye 
COLORADO - Well under control in western orchards. (Bulla). 
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EUROPEAN RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) - OHIO - Control good, but extra treatments 
necessary, in most commercial orchards. Infestations declining. (Cutright, 
Forsythe). Noticeable on grapes in Lake County following 3-year schedule for 
grape berry moth control. (Still). 


ORCHARD MITES - NEW YORK - Definitely decreasing in Niagara County; some peach 
orchards developed very heavy infestations about mid-August. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 
Aug. 27). TEXAS - Caused noticeable defoliation of peaches in areas of Bastrop 
County. (Hancock). CALIFORNIA - Tetranychus mcdanieli heavy on apple trees in 

Yucaipa, San Bernardino County; taken also on milkweed and dogbaine;apparently 

alternate hosts. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEW YORK - Second-brood adults taken in 
rather large numbers August 25 in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.). OHIO - 
Control good in most commercial orchards; second-generation emergence continues; 
second-generation larvae leaving apples in numbers. (Cutright, Forsythe). 
MICHIGAN - Third-brood larvae evident and entered seed areas of infested fruit. 
(Guyer). WISCONSIN - Adults continue to be trapped in Dane County; e. 
treatment necessary in Fond du Lac County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). KANSAS - Fourth- 
generation larvae entering apples in Sedgwick County; injury ranges 2-5 percent. 
(Eshbaugh, Aug. 21). COLORADO - Controls good in orchards checked in Garfield 
and Delta Counties. (Bulla). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - NEW YORK —- Third-brood adults 
appeared at bait traps August 23 and 25 in untreated orchard in Niagara County. 
Disturbing number of larvae noted in midseason peaches. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., 

Aug. 27). OHIO- Very light to date. (Cutright, Forsythe). MICHIGAN - Apparent 
on apples and limited numbers on pears. (Guyer). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - NEW YORK - Adults continue to be 
found in bait traps in Niagara County; heavy catch August 25 following 2 hot 
days and warm nights. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.). KANSAS - Damaged late peaches in 

Sedgwick County; damage in orchard not treated on schedule up to 25 percent. 
Hail injury aiding larval entrance; all stages present. (Eshbaugh, Aug. 21). 


A STINK BUG (Euschistus conspersus) - OREGON - Adults appeared in Medford area, 
Jackson County, peach orchards just before harvest; infestations scattered. 
(Berry). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - NEW YORK - Males and females, about equal 
numbers, low in cage on heavy soil in Niagara County; emergence appears complete 
in cage on sandy soil. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). OHIO - Second brood started 
emergence August 28 in northeastern area. (Still). MICHIGAN - Oviposition con- 
tinues actively in Lansing area, Ingham County. (Guyer). WISCONSIN - Adult 
numbers increased to high point of year in Bayfield County within last 2 weeks. 
(Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


APPLE SEED CHALCID (Torymus druparum) - NORTH DAKOTA - Damaged apple seeds in 
orchard in Wyndmere, Richland County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


GRAPE MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus maritimus) - OREGON - Control in only known infested 
Medford area, Jackson County, pear block excellent; several checks throughout 
summer yielded only 1 specimen. (Berry). 


PECAN NUT CASEBEARER (Acrobasis caryae) - TEXAS - Second-generation larvae caused 
considerable nut drop in several pecan-growing areas of State; particularly 
noticeable due to unusually light crop. (Newton). 


PECAN LEAF CASEBEARER (Acrobasis juglandis) - TEXAS - Light but noticeable 
infestations causing some "ragging" of pecan leaves in Bastrop County. (Hancock). 
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A PHYCITID (Acrobasis caryivorella) - TEXAS - Caused considerable damage to 
walnut tree terminals during June in Eastland County. Det. by H. W. Capps. 
(Cooper, Newton). 


-FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - GEORGIA - Light to moderate throughout State 
on pecans. (Johnson). NORTH DAKOTA - Active on black walnut and plum trees in 
orchard at Hankinson, Richland County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


AN ERIOPHYID MITE (Aceria ligustri) - FLORIDA - Infested persimmon at Orange 
City, Volusia County. (Roberts, Aug. 17). 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata) - FLORIDA - Collected in Steiner 
trap in calamondin at West Palm Beach, Palm Beach County (Mathis, Aug. 26); and 
at same locality in Steiner trap in guava (Owens, Aug. 24). 


IO MOTH (Automeris io) - FLORIDA - Light on Citrus mitis at Cypress Gardens, 
Polk County. (Pettegrew, Aug. 10). 


A NOCTUID MOTH (Noropsis hieroglyphica) - FLORIDA - Moderate on Citrus sinensis 
at Seville, Volusia County. (McBride, Aug. 28). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Infested Citrus spp. at Lowell on 
August 22 and at Moss Bluff on August 23, Marion County (Graham); these collec- 
tions add 2 additional locations in the county. Infested 1,000 potted citrus 
plants at Gainesville, Alachua County, August 28. (Jackson). This adds a new 
location within county. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - CALIFORNIA - Initial, 
heavy first to last instar infestation found on dooryard grapevines in Livermore, 
Alameda County; this is first appearance in county and in northern part of State. 
Intensive survey underway to delimit. Approximately 50 city blocks infested in 
eastern section of Livermore. Inspection of commercial vineyards negative. 
Eradication underway. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Larvae heavy and damaging 
dooryard grapes in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


GRAPE BERRY MOTH (Paralobesia viteana) - UTAH - Larvae infested small percentage 
of grapes in St. George, Santa Clara and Hurricane vineyards, Washington County. 
(Knowlton). 


GRAPE LEAF FOLDER (Desmia funeralis) - FLORIDA - Moderate to severe on grapes at 
Groveland, Lake County. (Henderson, Aug. 22). 


SPITTLEBUGS - UTAH - Generally light in vineyards in Hurricane area, Washington 
County. (Knowlton). 


A GROUND BEETLE (Harpalus sp.) - FLORIDA - Moderate to severe on Vitis spp. at 
Groveland, Lake County. (Henderson, Aug. 22). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - NEW JERSEY - Heavy in 2 southern areas on 
broccoli and other cole crops. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 28). DELAWARE - Common 
on pumpkin squash in New Castle and eastern Kent Counties; fairly common on 
cabbage in New Castle County. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - All sizes of larvae light 
to moderate on broccoli and pumpkin in Wicomico County; light to moderate on 
tomatoes at Fairland, Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NORTH CAROLINA - 
Causing considerable damage to cabbage and collards in Scotland County. (Johnston). © 
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POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MARYLAND - Adults and nymphs infesting 
beans, pumpkins and squash in Montgomery and Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). DELAWARE - Adults and nymphs range 6-10 per 10 sweeps on lima beans 
throughout State. (Burbutis). 


SOLDIER BEETLES (Tegrodera spp.) - IDAHO - Migrating in Boise area, Ada 
County; damage in gardens in northern Boise general. (Hilfiker). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - IDAHO - All stages present 
on potato fields in eastern part of State; some isolated plants in a few fields 
defoliated. (Bishop). RHODE ISLAND - Heavy overwintering populations expected 
in Newport County. (Peabody). MARYLAND - Adults caused heavy injury to eggplant 
at Fairland, Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - NEW JERSEY - Noted in peppers in 
southern area. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 28). MARYLAND - Light to moderate in 
pepper fruits in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Light in 
early peppers harvested in New Castle and Kent Counties. (Burbutis). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - UTAH - Curly top loss of tomato plants 
reached 40 percent in "Dixie area'', Washington County. (Knowlton, Huber). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - UTAH - Adults now appearing on 
Chrysothamnus sp. in Beaver, Millard, Iron and Kane Counties. (Knowlton). 
WYOMING - Adults averaged 4 per 100 sweeps in 5 potato fields near Lingle, 
Goshen County, and averaged 2 per 100 sweeps in potato fields near Laramie, 
Albany County. (Fullerton). 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - DELAWARE - Present to common on peppers in 
New Castle and Kent Counties; abundant on untreated peppers in Sussex County. 
(Burbutis). MARYLAND - Lightto moderate on peppers in Worcester County and 
eggplant and potatoes at Fairland, Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
MICHIGAN - High numbers continue in southwestern area on peppers. (Guyer). 
COLORADO - Increasing slowly on potatoes in Weld County; ranged 5-10 per leaf. 
(Simpson). IDAHO - Increased in seed potato fields throughout eastern part of 
State, but still below levels of previous years. (Bishop). 


Potato Aphids in Maine - Substantial drop in numbers on untreated potato foliage 
at Presque Isle and vicinity, Aroostook County. Fall migrations of BUCKTHORN 
APHID (Aphis nasturtii) , POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) and GREEN PEACH 
APHID (Myzus persicae) started August 15, 24 and 27, respectively. This is 
somewhat earlier for M. persicae than in recent years. (Shands et al.). 


VINEGAR FLIES (Drosophila spp.) - DELAWARE - Heavy in tomato fields in eastern 
Kent County. (Burbutis). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - KANSAS - Feeding on beans in 
Doniphan County; this is a new county record. (Charlton, Eshbaugh, Fitchett). 
MICHIGAN - All stages evident on untreated beans in Charlevoix County. (Guyer). 
MARYLAND - Light to moderate, but increasing on late beans in Queen Annes and 
Wicomico Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Common on untreated lima 
beans locally in Sussex County. (Kelsey). NEW YORK - Larval damage to dry 
beans began in Oswego, Onondaga and Cayuga Counties. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults caused light to 
moderate injury to late beans in Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) —- DELAWARE - Present on lima beans through- 
out State; highest populations in New Castle County, with some counts averaging 
6 per 10 sweeps. (Burbutis). 
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LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - NORTH CAROLINA - Completely 
destroyed 0.5 acre of southern peas in Scotland County (Johnston) ; damaged same 
crop in Cumberland County (Monroe); and destroyed field of beans in Chowan 
County (Overman). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - DELAWARE - Present to fairly common on 
lima beans in most areas of State. (Burbutis). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - MARYLAND - Heavy on cabbage at Fairland, 
Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MICHIGAN - Evident in most fields of 
crucifers but rapid buildup did not materialize. (Guyer). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - NORTH CAROLINA - Causing considerable 
damage to cabbage and collards in Scotland County. (Johnston). 


A FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta cruciferae) - DELAWARE - Fairly common on young 
lettuce in western Kent County. (Burbutis). 


MELON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - DELAWARE - Common to abundant on pumpkin squash 
in New Castle and eastern Kent Counties. (Burbutis). 


A LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca abrupta) - CALIFORNIA - Probably this species, medium on 
pumpkinvines in Saugus, Los Angeles County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - MARYLAND - Adults 
prevalent on cucumber, squash and pumpkin in Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
DELAWARE - Present on pumpkin squash in New Castle and Kent Counties. (Burbutis). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - NEVADA - Heavy on onions in Eureka, Eureka County. 
(Burge). 


LEAFHOPPERS - NEW YORK - Building up on carrot fields in Monroe County. (N. Y. 
Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). NEW MEXICO - Causing minor damage to carrots near Grants, 
Valencia County; ranged 10-25 per 25 sweeps. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


GRASSHOPPERS -— NEW MEXICO - Ranged 5-15 per 25 sweeps in commercial carrot fields 
in Grants area, Valencia County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


STRAWBERRY LEAF ROLLER (Ancylis comptana fragariae) - KANSAS - Adults numerous in 
Sedgwick County; all stages present August 21. (Eshbaugh). NORTH DAKOTA - Active 
on strawberry foliage locally in Richland County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - NORTH DAKOTA - Noted on rasp- 
berries locally in Richland County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - NORTH CAROLINA - Caused up to 20 percent boll 
damage to some untreated cotton in Scotland County; higher than normal. Larvae in 
all instars. (Mistric). SOUTH CAROLINA - Damage sharply increased in Piedmont. 
(Cott. Ltr., Aug. 27). LOUISIANA - Major problem in Tallulah area presently. 
Eggs in terminals greater than for any other period this season. Several counts 
of over 100 per 100 terminals made, with one being 166. Small larvae generally 
light in number, but increases expected. Increased insecticidal dosages and 
gallonage per acre in general usage. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Fourth genera- 
tion moth emergence continues. Moth flight heavy. Egg deposition high on green 
cotton and soybeans. Egg and larval counts higher in southeast, central and 
upper Arkansas River Valley than previous week. Egg and larval counts down in 
southwest. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Major pests of cotton. Of 421 fields 
checked, 226 infested with 0-37 larvae and 0-52 eggs per 100 terminals. Controls 
recommended, (French). OKLAHOMA - Counts in southwest, west central and south 
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central areas ranged O-9 percent infestation, with occasional higher counts noted. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Continue a problem in many fields in panhandle and 
plains area where cotton is still susceptible to damage. (Thomas, Owen). ARIZONA - 
Heavy and damaging in some cotton fields in central and southeastern areas; counts 
4-8 larvae per 100 plants common and egg counts remain high. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
CALIFORNIA - Evident in many fields in Shafter area, Kern County, with counts 
ranging from less than 3 to as high as 15-20 per 100 terminals. Controls have 
been difficult. (T. Leigh, Ext. Ser., Aug. 27). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae present in most cotton 
fields in Shafter area, Kern County, and moths presently abundant around lights 
at night. Defoliation in cotton has been severe in portions of Kings and Kern 
Counties. (T. Leigh, Ext. Ser., Aug. 27). TEXAS - Generally, damage noneconomic 
in northwest; virus and bacteria helping to keep populations rather low. (Thomas, 
Owen). LOUISIANA — Some "ragging" of leaves noted in Tallulah area; no economic 
damage observed. (Smith et al.). NORTH CAROLINA - Caused considerable damage to 
cotton leaves at Red Springs, Robeson County. (W. B. Lott). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Considerable damage occurred where 
insecticides applied for control of bollworms failed to give control at recommended 
rates. Counties reporting moderate to heavy losses include Howard, Hudspeth, 
Martin, Midland and Reeves. (Thomas, Owen). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - ARIZONA - Increasing in few 
fields of cotton, but not a serious problem in most cases. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - TEXAS - Generally distributed over plains 
area, but Serious damage has not occurred as control measures have been adequate. 
(Thomas, Owen). 


A PYRALID (Udea profundalis) - CALIFORNIA - Caused considerable defoliation to 
cotton in some fields in Tulare, Kings and Fresno Counties. Partial control accom- 
plished, but has been difficult because of the insect's feeding habits on lower 
portion of plants within a web. (T. Leigh, Ext. Ser., Aug. 27). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Infestations continue to 
increase and require controls in several fields. Egg masses very numerous. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur.). 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - General migration underway 
throughout State. Percent infestation 24.5 in treated fields and 75.4 in untreated 
fields. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 27). LOUISIANA - Infestations generally higher than at 
any time during season in Tallulah area. Some late fields in peak of production 

at present. Scarcity of squares responsible for increase in most cases. Migration 
underway from fields "cutting out". (Smith et al.). OKLAHOMA —- Continues generally 
low to medium, 0-40 percent infestation, in southwest, with some scattered areas 
reporting higher infestation counts. Counts in west central area ranged 15-75 
percent infestation in limited number of fields. Light, 3 percent, in Marshall 
County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Damage continues to cause heavy losses in 
plains counties up to the Caprock in northwest. (Thomas, Owen). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Continue to decrease in some cotton fields, 
but still damaging in many fields where plants growing and fruiting well. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA -— Continue abundant in many cotton fields in Shafter 
area, Kern County.

COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - TEXAS - In northwest (panhandle and plains 
areas), damage still apparent in later-planted cotton. (Thomas, Owen). 
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A LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Has been abundant on cotton in portions 
of Tulare, Kern and Fresno Counties in areas adjacent to the Sierra Nevada foot- 
hills. Controls effective in most areas, but few fields show no fruiting to 
August 27. (T. Leigh, Ext. Ser.). 


STINK BUGS - ARIZONA - Damaging young bolls of cotton in some areas statewide, 
particularly in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


SPIDER MITES (Tetranychus spp.) - NORTH CAROLINA - Caused considerable damage to 
cotton leaves at Red Springs, Robeson County. (W. B. Lott). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Remain important on cotton in Piedmont. (Cott. Ltr., Aug. 27). OKLAHOMA - Very 
light on cotton in Chickasha area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Continue 
evident in many cotton fields in Shafter area, Kern County, with redding of 
plants. Controls should not be necessary this late in season, except where 

T. atlanticus causes severe defoliation. @. Leigh, texts Serc§ Augss2ae

snow fell in higher elevations in the same State. Cold fronts moving across the 
eastern half of the country during the middle and latter parts of the period, were 
preceded by temperatures in the 90's almost to the Canadian border. Minneota, 
Minnesota, had 99° on August 27 and Bismarck, North Dakota, 91° on September 2. 
Following the frontal passages, temperatures dropped to freezing locally as far 
south as Gordon, Nebraska, in the Great Plains, and low in the 40's were reported 
in the Great Lakes region. 


Temperatures averaged well above normal in the northeastern quarter and south 
central sections of the country. The week was as much as 8° warmer than normal 
in Michigan and Maine. Hot, humid weather persisted all week in the Central 
Gulf States. At Birmingham, Alabama, daily maximum ranged from 92° to 96°, 
averaging 94° for the week. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) -’OKLAHOMA - Populations reported 
to be much higher this summer than normal in southeast. Damaging populations in 
pine nurseries causing commercial foresters considerable concern. Situation is 
worst in history in State, with well over a million dollar loss reported this 
season. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). Note on this species from Oklahoma in CEIR 12(35): 
974 is in error. 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - Outside of regulated area in NEW YORK, single 
trap collections made in Ava and Steuben Townships, Oneida County. No catches 
made outside general area of infestation in Orleans Township, Jefferson County. 
Within suppressive area, recoveries in counties made as follows: Oneida, 2; 
Orange, 17; Rockland, 14; Sullivan, 5; and Westchester, 15. Three traps in 
Rockland County approximately 1 mile from New Jersey. Defoliation in eastern 
New York progressed gradually reaching peak by mid-July and eventually exceeding 
expectations. Severe defoliation occurred over extensive areas from southern 
Washington County south through Rensselaer and Columbia Counties into Dutchess 
County; this is first year that noticeable defoliation occurred in Dutchess 
County. West of the Hudson River less extensive areas of severe defoliation 
noted in Albany, Schenectady, Schoharie, Montgomery and Ulster Counties. 
Western-most defoliation occurred in a very small area in St. Johnsville, Mont- 
gomery County, adjacent to Herkimer County. Oviposition first observed in 
Jefferson County July 25; male flight quite general by end of July (PPC, East. 
Reg., July Rpt.). Approximately 4,000 traps in Calhoun, Eaton, Ingham and 
Jackson Counties, MICHIGAN, negative during July. Traps at strategic locations 
in MINNESOTA, WISCONSIN, IOWA, ILLINOIS, OHIO and KENTUCKY also negative. (PPC, 
Cent. Reg., July Rpt.). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - IDAHO - Severe defoliation of choke cherry and 
alders along Pend Oreille River west of Sandpoint, Bonner County. (Bishop). 

NEW MEXICO - Continues to damage elm and cottonwood foliage in Albuquerque area, 
Bernalillo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). KANSAS - Heavy infestations on several 
species of trees in wooded areas throughout northeast and north central areas. 
(Charlton). ILLINOIS - Common throughout southern half of State; rather abundant 
in some areas. (I1l. Ins. Rpt., Aug. 27). OHIO - Much more abundant than usual 
in northeastern area. (Rings). MARYLAND - Nests conspicuous on several species 
of deciduous trees and shrubs along roadsides over State. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
FLORIDA - Moderately infesting 50 cypress trees at Leesburg, Lake County, August 
20. (Bentley). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - ILLINOIS - Plentiful throughout southern 
portion of State, but damage to mimosa does not appear as serious as same time in 
1961. Recorded for first time in Saline, Gallatin, Hardin, Pope, Massac, Pulaski, 
Alexander, Randolph, Washington, Clinton, Bond, Montgomery and Shelby Counties. 
(ili. Ins; Rpt., Aug. 27). 


AN OECOPHORID (Psilocorsis quercicella) - VIRGINIA - Heavily infesting oak in 
Manassas, Prince William County. Det. by H. W. Capps. (Tarpley, Longmire, Aug. 
16). 


ORANGE-STRIPED OAKWORM (Anisota senatoria) - RHODE ISLAND - Infestations in 
Washington County; concentration variable of roadside oak. Found west to vicinity 
of Connecticut border. (Mathewson). 


MOURNING-CLOAK BUTTERFLY (Nymphalis antiopa) - NORTH DAKOTA - Feeding heavily on 
elm foliage in a shelterbelt planting near Rolla, Rolette County. (N. D. Ins. 
SEE BED ae 


A NOTODONTID MOTH (Datana contracta) - FLORIDA - Heavily infesting Quercus nigra 
and Q. ilex at Mt. Dora, Lake County, August 23. (Mosteller). 
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A LEPIDOPTEROUS NEEDLE MINER (Zelleria haimbachi) - OREGON - Infesting ponderosa 
pine in Jackson County on June 30. Det. by J. F. G. Clarke. (McLoughlin). 


WESTERN OAK LOOPER (Lambdina fiscellaria somniaria) - OREGON - Continues to 
defoliate Oregon white oak at scattered Willamette Valley locations. By late 
August loopers beginning to pupate. Most infestations in Polk and Marion 
Counties. (Larson). 


PINE BUTTERFLY (Neophasia menapia) - IDAHO - Adults moderately abundant in stands 
of western white pine in vicinity of Nordman, Bonner County. (Barr). 


RED TURPENTINE BEETLE (Dendroctonus valens) - MICHIGAN - Infestation on red pine 
in Mackinac County. Area recently logged. Oilers UsSer ase ie 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - UTAH - Seriously skeletonizing elm 
foliage in St. George area of Washington County. This is new county record. 
Skeletonized foliage of many elms in section of Salt Lake City, Salt Lake County 
and in Ogden area of Weber County, August 24. (Knowlton). KANSAS - A heavy 
infestation in Marysville, Marshall County, on Chinese elm. All stages found. 
This is new county record. Survey of surrounding area negative. (Charlton, 

Aug. 16). OKLAHOMA - Continues a problem around State. Trees severely defoliated 
in many areas. A new generation active throughout the north central and northwest 
areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


LARGER ELM LEAF BEETLE (Monocesta coryli) - NORTH CAROLINA - Sporadically stripped 
American and a few Chinese elms on a dozen properties in Hillsboro, Orange County. 
About 50 percent of trees defoliated. (Barnes, Jones). 


ELM BARK BEETLES. - NEW YORK - Early season environment good for beetles. Dutch 
elm disease has taken a sharp upturn in widely scattered areas of State. Serious 
rise in disease expected through next year in areas where adequate control not in 
effect. Western area of State, particularly Genesee Valley, severely infested 

and spread seems much more rapid and intense there. (M. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - KANSAS - Girdling and cutting off twigs of 
elms in Riley County. (Gates). 


PINE TIP BEETLE -— MICHIGAN - This unidentified scolytid very common on Manistee 
National Forest, but appears absent on Huron National Forest. In some areas, 
terminal mortality up to 20 percent and branch shoot mortality up to 50 percent. 
Recorded on nursery red pine seedlings. Similar beetle on jack pine shoots. 
(Millers, U.S.F.S.) 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Infesting mugho pine, 
Black Hills spruce and Colorado blue spruce in Brookings County area. (Spawn). 
RHODE ISLAND - Heavy on several pines on property in Cranston, Providence County. 
(Mathewson). VIRGINIA - Severely infesting white pine locally in Chatham, 
Pittsylvania County. (Tarpley, Reynolds). 


A SCALE INSECT (Fiorinia externa) - CONNECTICUT - A heavy infestation in a stand 
of hemlock where many of trees measure 2-3 DBH. It may become a serious pest in 
natural stands of hemlock in the State. Det. by T. Brigham and J. Schread. 
(Doane). 


WOOLLY ALDER APHID (Prociphilus tessellatus) - NEW YORK - Widely and frequently 
reported this summer from red and silver maples. Infestations heavy and consider- 
able damage resulted. Normally not a serious threat to trees and expected to 

drop off next year. *EN2CY. Wkly? Rpt., Auges2()s 


NORWAY-MAPLE APHID (Periphyllus lyropictus) - UTAH - Numerous and causing dozens 

of trees to be sticky on university campus at Logan and at Brigham City in northern 
area. (Knowlton). NEW YORK - Considerable leaf drop on heavily infested Norway 
maple. (No Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 2%). 
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SARATOGA SPITTLEBUG (Aphrophora saratogensis) - MICHIGAN - Increasing in Alcona 
County. (Millers, U.S.F.S.). 


A PLUME MOTH (Platyptilia pica) - OHIO - Probably this species found infesting 3 
geranium greenhouses this summer; two in Montgomery County and one in Butler 
County. (Walker). 


DOGWOOD BORER (Thamnosphecia scitula) - NEW YORK - Dogwoods in many areas of 
Nassau County damaged. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). 


A PYRALID (Asciodes gordialis) - FLORIDA - Infestations moderate to severe on 
Bougainvillea sp. at Merritt Island, Brevard County, August 17. (Levan). 


BOXELDER LEAF ROLLER (Gracilaria negundella) - NEVADA - Heavy infestation and 
severe damage to boxelder in Elko, Elko County. (Earnist). 


BIRCH TUBE MAKER (Acrobasis betulella) - OHIO - A nursery infestation in Lake 
County in June. Det. by H. W. Capps. (Walker). 


AZALEA CATERPILLAR (Datana major) - FLORIDA - Severely infesting azalea at Ormond 
Beach, Volusia County, August 21. (Smith). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Damaging lilac foliage in several. 
areas in Salt Lake and Davis Counties and at Ogden, Weber County, August 24. 
(Knowlton). 


A PINE WEEVIL (Pissodes approximatus) - NEW YORK - Widespread and very abundant in 
Scotch pine Christmas tree plantations in south and southwestern areas. Damaging 
lateral shoots of Scotch pine and Douglas-fir. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). 


PALES WEEVIL (Hylobius pales) - NEW YORK - Present in Scotch pine Christmas tree 
plantations. Problem expected to increase. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Aug. 27). 


GOLDEN TORTOISE BEETLE (Metriona bicolor) - OREGON - Abundant in wild and 
cultivated morning-glory at Salem. (Capizzi). 


A CEDAR CONE SAWFLY (Augomonoctenus libocedrii) - OREGON - Infesting incense cedar 
cones in Medford, Jackson County, August 19. Det. by David Smith. (McLoughlin). 


COCCIDS - FLORIDA - Fiorinia theae moderately infesting 900 camellia plants at 

De Land, Volusia County, August 17. (Roberts). Howardia biclavis infesting 
Ligustrum quihoui and Camellia sp. at St. Petersburg, Pinellas County. (Miller, 
Aug. 20-22). Icerya purchasi severely infesting Acalypha sp. at Merritt Island, 
Brevard County, August 17, and lightly infesting Rhaphiolepis indica at Port 
Orange, Volusia County, August 20. (Levan, Smith). 


EUONYMUS SCALE (Unaspis euonymi) - NORTH CAROLINA - Very numerous on euonymus 
bushes at a motel in Beaufort County. A dozen bushes were either dead or dying. 
(Mount). MARYLAND - Heavy on euonymus at Baltimore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
VIRGINIA - Heavily infesting euonymus locally in St. Stephens Church, King and 
Queen County (Tarpley), in Christiansburg, Montgomery County (Tarpley, Hepler, 
Aug. 24)., in Blacksburg, Montgomery County (Tarpley) and in Deltaville, Middlesex 
County (Tarpley, Edwards). 


APHIDS - RHODE ISLAND - Honeydew and sooty mold from aphids on maple causing 
complaints statewide, but especially from Providence County. (Cartier, Mathewson). 
VIRGINIA - An outbreak of aphids on oak in Cape Charles, Northampton County. 
Practically every tree in town very heavily infested. (Hofmaster, Aug. 23). 
WYOMING - Macrosiphum eoessigi infesting hollyhock plants in many areas of 

Laramie, Albany County. M. rudbeckiae numerous on leaves and stems of goldenglow 
plants in Wheatland Canyon, Albany County. (Fullerton). WISCONSIN - Probably 
Lachnus salignus continues a nuisance on willows in scattered areas of State. 

(Wis. Ins. Sur:).

MOSQUITOES —- ARIZONA - High population a problem around homes in several areas of 
State. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Annoying in many fields in Morgan-Peterson 
area of Morgan County. (Knowlton). Control in south Salt Lake County on August 
24 stands at about 200 percent of the control effort to this date in 1961. 
Dominant species are Culex tarsalis, Aedes dorsalis and Culiseta inornata. 


(Graham). Mosquitoes more troublesome than most seasons in Brigham City area of 
Box Elder County. (Alfred, Knowlton). Some mosquito annoyance in Bountiful- 


Woodscross area of Davis County and over much of Cache County, August 24. 
(Knowlton). MARYLAND - Culex spp. landing at rate of 2-5 per 10 minute period in 
several sections of Anne Arundel County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - WYOMING -, Adults numerous and caused great annoyance 
to many livestock herds in Albany County. (Fullerton). COLORADO - Of the flies 
collected on and around cattle in Weld and Morgan Counties, one was this species. 
(Colo. Ins. Sur.). KANSAS - New county records include Sherman and Scott. (Peters). 
NEBRASKA - Averaged 15 per animal on beef cattle in Thayer County. (Bergman). 
MISSOURI - Counts 0-7 per animal in large herd in east central area. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). MARYLAND - Counts 4-45 per head on 7 dairy cattle herds in Howard 
Counityn (ia Mdanebn te Depite»ir 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period August 17-23, a total of 48,499,960 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles. Release rate was 400 per square mile, with 
some areas in Southern Texas receiving up to 800 sterile flies per square mile. 

A total of 802 screw-worm cases was reported during the period. New counties 
reporting screw-worm infestations were Terry County, TEXAS, and Delaware County, 
OKLAHOMA. The number of specimens submitted for identification during the period 
has been the smallest number submitted since the week ending April 19, 1962. In 
addition, in 13 southern counties within the fly drop area, larval specimens sub- 
mitted have decreased from a high of 299 during the week of May 26 to a low of 12 
during the week of August 25. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - MARYLAND - Averaged 19 per head on dairy cattle 
in 6 herds in Howard County (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MISSOURI - Counts of 20 to 
over 400 per animal in a large herd in east central area. (Munson, Thomas, Wood) 
OKLAHOMA - Populations low throughout the northwest and north central areas but 
heavier in south and east central areas. Counts 300-600 per head on 2-year-old 
cattle in Marshall County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Troublesome to some herds 
in Kane, Washington and Millard Counties. (Knowlton). 


TABANIDS - UTAH — Annoying persons and cattle in Brigham City-Willard area of Box 
Elder County. (Knowlton, Collmar). Horse flies annoying to livestock in several 
of higher mountain areas of Kane County. Some annoyance to cattle, horses and 
people continues in Morgan-Peterson area of Morgan County. (Knowlton). OKLAHOMA- 
Poplulations of several species of horse flies greatly reduced in Stillwater area 
but higher counts of 6 per head in Marshall County and southeastern part of State. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - MARYLAND - Continues problem on dairy cattle 
in Howard County; very annoying to humans bathing along Choptank River on the 
Eastern Shore. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MISSOURI - Populations low in east central 
area. Counts averaged less than 2 per head on one beef herd. (Munson, Thomas, 
Wood). OKLAHOMA - Populations down somewhat from last week in Stillwater area. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BLOW FLIES - UTAH - Several species numerous around communities and ranches in 
parts of Washington, Beaver, Millard and Kane Counties, and abundant about farms 
and homes in Morgan-Peterson area of Morgan County. (Knowlton). 


BLACK FLIES (Simulium spp.) - IDAHO - Adults abundant, causing considerable 
annoyance to livestock and humans in Hazelton area, Jerome County. (Portman) .- 


YELLOW JACKETS - UTAH - Annoying about some communities and canyon camp sites in - 
Cache, Weber and Duchesne Counties, August 24. (Knowlton). 


FLEAS (Ctenocephalides spp.) - OKLAHOMA - C. felis and C. canis annoying to pets 
and around premises in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). RHODE ISLAND - Heavy 
household infestation in Warwick, Kent County. (Cartier). 


A BROWN SPIDER (Loxosceles reclusa) - OKLAHOMA - Causing concern in Stillwater 
area aS numerous specimens submitted for identification. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


AN EARWIG (Labidura riparia) - TEXAS - Large populations causing concern to 
residents in Brazos County. (Newton). GEORGIA - Probably this species infesting 
homes in Putnam and Wayne Counties. (Freeman, Hutcheson). 


CRICKETS - VIRGINIA - Unusually numerous around homes on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster, 
Aug. 23). NEBRASKA - Nemobius fasciatus heavy and invading residential area in 
eastern half of State. (Bergman). SOUTH DAKOTA - Nemobius sp. and undetermined 
field crickets abundant and causing considerable concern as household pests; 
expected to become more of a problem. (Spawn). NORTH DAKOTA - Gryllus sp. 
abundant around homes in Fargo and other eastern areas. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 


BLACK VINE WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus sulcatus) - IDAHO - Adults migrating into homes 
at Ashton, Fremont County. Portman). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - NEW JERSEY - Beginning to enter 
homes. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr., Aug. 28). UTAH - Invading homes in Weber, Salt 
Lake and Davis Counties. (Knowlton). NEBRASKA - Adults infested home in 
Lancaster County. (Bergman). 
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DARKLING BEETLES - UTAH - Entered homes in Kanab area, Kane County. (Knowlton, 
Aug. 24). 


SOUTHERN LYCTUS BEETLE (Lyctus planicollis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Moderate in timbers 
in house in Orange County. Wray, Aug. 20). 


ANTS - UTAH - Numerous reports of winged forms in homes in several communities 

in Box Elder County. (Allred, Knowlton). RHODE ISLAND - Camponotus sp. damaged 
summer home in East Greenwich, Kent County. (Cartier, Aug. 27). VIRGINIA - 
Camponotus pennsylvanicus damaged wood locally in Harrisonburg, Rockingham County. 
(Tarpley, Peterson, Aug. 21).

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New county records established at Cypress Hills Cemetery, Queens; on New York 
Thruway, Albany; adjacent to New York Thruway in Herkimerj;and at Watkins Glen, 
Schuyler County. Collections made in traps in 6 locations on New York Thruway, 
3 each in regulated and nonregulated territory. Surveys continued during July 
in NEW JERSEY at points adjacent to known infested areas in Hudson County. All 
collections in State made in vicinity of infested area in Hudson County except 1 
location on border of 1961 treated area at Newark Airport, Essex County. All 
known areas in Hudson and Union Counties expected to be treated by September. 
Trapping in DELAWARE, MARYLAND, MASSACHUSETTS, PENNSYLVANIA, RHODE ISLAND and 
WEST VIRGINIA negative. (PPC, East. Reg., July Rpt.). 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - Collected for the first time in 
Calloway County, KENTUCKY, at Hazel on July 26; 3 additional adults collected 
August 1 in same area. Inspection of 91 properties in 4 southeastern MISSOURI 
Counties negative. (PPC, Cent. Reg., July Rpt.). New infestations found in 
Russell and Talladega Counties, ALABAMA; infestation in latter county involves 
over 1,000 acres. Nearly half of this considered heavy. Larvae destroyed most 

of the field peas in a 20-acre planting in Jones County, MISSISSIPPI, during first 
week of July. (PPC, South. Reg., July Rpt.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - KANSAS - One dead beetle collected from 
trap placed in Doniphan County, northeast. Scouting in area negative. Additional 
traps set out. (Charlton, Eshbaugh, Fitchett). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Common about camp grounds in 
Logan and Wellsville Canyons in Cache County and Ogden Canyon in Weber County. 
(Knowlton). 


NORTHERN MOLE CRICKET (Gryllotalpa hexadactyla) - RHODE ISLAND - Concentration on 
property in New Shoreham (Block Island), Newport County. (Cartier). 


CICADA KILLER (Sphecius speciosus) - NORTH CAROLINA - Received for identification 
from Wake County; numerous over lawns. Det. by D. L. Wray. (Mount). 


IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - GEORGIA - Collected July 9 
at Preston, Webster County; this is a new county record. Infestation covers 
approximately 1,000 acres. Treatment in Savannah area began July 23 and by end 
of month about 30,000 acres treated. LOUISIANA - Intensive surveys in northern 
parishes reveal additional acres infested. About 15,000 acres in Morehouse and 
Union Parishes treated. Appraisal surveys indicate excellent control in treated 
areas. SOUTH CAROLINA - Only isolated mounds found in apprasial survey; 1 mound 
found in crack in pavement in Columbia, Richland County, and 1 in Jasper County 
near old infestation. (PPC, South. Reg., July Rpt.). 


RICE DELPHACID (Sogata orizicola) - LOUISIANA - Collected for first time in United 
States since 1959 in Iberia Parish on July 16. Additional specimens collected in 
St. Mary and St. Martin Parishes as of August 21. A total of 669 acres of rice 
involved. No hoja blanca diseased plants found. Eradication treatments applied. 
(PPC. South. Reg.).
